2. Claims 1, 7 and 8 were pending. Applicants amended claim 1. No claims were added or 
canceled.

Reasons for Allowance 
3. Applicant's claims are directed to a method for manufacturing a sensor device. The 
closest prior art of record (i.e., combination of Sangodkar et al., Lemmo et al., Newman et al. 
and Trojanowicz et al.) does not disclose the use of a "plurality of different solutions 
simultaneously" using the currently claimed "polythiophene, polymethylethiophene, and 
polyphenylene vinylene" electro-conductive polymers. Therefore, claims 1, 7 and 8 renumbered 
1-3 are allowed.
